+, land, and the weſtern Parts of England ) for Rumney marſh-Men ( who 
| ſo much complain ) are not content only with the Exportation of their 
| own Grouth, but huy Wooll io or 25 Miles up in the Country, and 
| bring it down to the Sea fide, and Ship it off;beſides much, Wooll is carried 
from London, to make a Trade of Exporting of it un-manufaQuured : 
{- Kent is the place, out of which more Wo?ll is exported, than out of all 
| other parts of the Kingdom beſides; ſo the Woollen-manufaCture-inthat 
> Countrey, which b:fore Wooll was ſo much exported, was conſiderable, 
is now almoſt loſt, tho? ſome ſeems to be well pleaſed, that they have by. 
'that Means, rid themſelves of their Poor in that County ; I would defire. 
Fſuch to conſiler, what they would do with their Sheep, Bullocks, and 
Corn, if all other” Countryes that now are employed in the woollen- 
Emanufatture, which is brought to Lydon, and there ſold' to maintaine- 
TraJe was as Barren of the Poor as Kent is, tho' with it, they have loſt 

{the benefit of ſo great and good Trade: Give me leave to compare the Pro. 

fit with the Lofs,and ſuppoſe Kent was wholy Independant,and that it did 
produce Six Thouſand Packs of Wooll yearly, and put the Rate of Ten 
Pounds upon a Pack,which in the whole amounts to Threeſcore Thouſand 
Pounds, and ſoexyortz2). And then to confider, what it would be worth 
If made into Stockings and worſted Stuff:,, that wooll being moſt of it fit 
for it;. And ſuppoſing that a Pack and half of rough wooll, made one Pack 
of Kembed wooll, and asſuch worth Twenty Pound, which if made up 
into Stockings, would Yeild one Hundred and Twenty Pounds, as be- 
fore demonirated, which would amount_to Seven Hundred and Twenty 
Thouſand Pounds; fo that if the ſaid Wooll was Manufattured in thar 

County, the profit by the ManufaQturing thereof, would be fix hundred 
and fixty Thouſand Pounds, which inſtead of this Profit, the Kentiſh Gen- 


lemen are willing to content themſclyes, with fourty ſhillings per. Pack ad- 
- vance. 
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'yance upon their Wooll exported, which amounts to btit Twelve Thou: 
-ſand Pounds;tho! it be only tothe enriching and ſtrengthening the French 
King, who alone has the Benefit of moſt of the Wooll exported, and 
_ tho' this in reafon ſhould be ſatisfaQory to any, yet I thall Anſwer that 
queſtion, how we can work up the Wooll if not exported, Matter of Fa& 
is not often diſputed, that it is matter of Fa&, that betore there was ſuch 
great quantities of Wooll Exported to' France, all the Wooll grown in 
England, and what was imported from Jrel 4, was all made up into 
one fort of ManufaQure or other, and a great part oi it exported 
to Fraxce, which now having our Wool!, Prohibits our Manufacture; ſoz 
that were the wool] wholy ſtopt,we-ſhould quickly work it up, and then 
no complaint of wool] upon. hand. For I have. known for ſevcral years 
together, when little wooll has been exported, that gt,Sheering- I me, 
there hath been but a very ſmall quantity oi wool: lefron hand. .. 
Give me leave further to.add,that by the {.id Exportation of Wooll to 
France, Exeter alone, hath loſt the Cale of Three Hundred Thouſand 
Pounds worth of the woollen-manufacture P. Ar. next is the loſs of a 
Sreat part of the Cottens and Bays, made in Dorcetſhire, as alfo Cloth- 
Raſhes in Hampſhire, from the 1own of Hampton and Rymſy, two thirds 
of the Trade is loſt-in 20 Years time, next may be conſidred Welch Cot- 
tens, Mancheſter Bayes, and Yorkſhire Kerſys, worſted ſtuffs and ſtockings,
